The Bonds may be issued as a single issue 
as a part of a combined issue with other authorized bonds, or in more than one series, as deemed 
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advisable by the City Council and as peimitted by law. The Bonds shall be folly registered bonds' 
shall bear interest payable as permitted by law; shall mature within 21 years from the date of issue 
or wuhm any shorter penod fixed by the City Council; shall be paid by annual property tax levies 
sfoficient in amount to pay both principal and interest when due, which annual property tax levies 
shall be made m excess of regular property tax levies without limitation as to rate or amount but 
ordy m amounts sufficient to meet such payments of principal and interest as they come due; and 
shall be issued and sold m such manner, at such times and in such amounts as shal l be required for 
the purpose for which such Bonds are to be issued. The exact date, number of series, form, terms 
option of pnor redemption, pnce, interest rate orrates and maturities ofthe Bonds shall be hereafter 
fixed by ordinance of the City Council. Pending the issuance ofthe Bonds, the City may issue 
short-term obhgafions pursuant to chapter 39.50 RCW or such other obligations as are permitted 

Such obligations and their costs may be paid or refunded 
with proceeds ofthe Bonds when issued.

Section 8 . Intent to Reimburse. The City Council declares that to the extent that the City 
makes capital expenditures for the Project, prior to the date the Bonds or other short-term 
obligations are issuec to finance the Project, those capital expenditures are intended to be

Section 9 . Severability. If any provision of this ordinance is declared by any court of
